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WOMAN PUS 
MAN TO DEATH 


Shoved Him From Yacht and 
He Was Drowned. 


FIRST REPORTED AS ACCIDENT 


HER CONFESSION STARTLES NEW 
ORLEANS SOCIETY. 


Says She Withheld Truth at Sugges- 
tion of Admirer of Victim’s Wife, 
Who Bought Tickets for 
St. Louis. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW ORLEANS, Sept. 9.—Out of the 
drowning of Earl C. Lukens on the night 
of Sunday, Aug. 31, there is developing a 
scandal of magnitude. One of the persons 
implicated has fled to St. Louis, it is said. 

Lukens, who was the manager of the 
New Orleans branch of the International 
Correspondence School, was one of a merry 
party which boarded the yacht Indian and 
put off into Lake Ponchartrain for a sail. 
Late at night, the Indian returned to her 
moorings in the pen of the Southern Yacht 
vlub, and the statement was given ous 
that Lukens had been drowned while 
swimming. There was no mention of any- 
thing out of the ordinary, and the affair 
attracted attention only by reason of the 
prominence of the victim of the supposed 
accident. 
| At the time, it was said that the mem- 
vers Of the party aboard the yacht were all 


young men, friends. There was no men- 
tion of any woman. But today Mre. Kate 
Jarreau, the comely wife of a commercial 
traveler, electrified the city by confessing 
to Coroner Richard that she had been a 
member of the party. and that, in play, 
she had pushed Lukens overboard. 
Mrs. Jarreau said that she had been 
bantered by Lukens, and that she had 
warned him that if he kept on she wouid 
throw him overboard. He had continued, 
and she made good her threat. He did not 
come up at once, but the members of the 
party were not alarmed at first, as he wasa 
splendid swimmer. Finally, however, the 
crowd became frightened and a search was 
made for the body, but it was not found. 
Mvs. Jarreau went on to say that she 
had. desired to tell the truth about the 
affair on the night of the drowning, but 
had been prevented by Hans Reig, a mem- 
ber of the party, who had warned every- 
body that, in justice to her good name, 
they should all stick to the accident theory. 
.s. Jarreau was held by the police as a 
material witness, inasmuch as the coroner 
recalled that when, two days after the 
drowning, Lukens’ body was recovered there 
was a bruise on the head. A search was 
made for Reig, and it was discovered that 
he had fied the city. 
It was, moreover, learned that Relig had 
been a constant cavalier of Mrs. Lukens, 
the wife of the dead man, and that, before 
purchasing his own ticket, Reig had bought 
transportation for St. Louis for her. It 
was practically shown that they took their 
departure on the same train. 
he records of the coroner's office showed 
that Reig had secured the money found 
on Lukens’ person on an order signed by 
the widow. his money was subsequent! 
claimed by the International Correspond- 
ence School. 
The police are now after Reig and Mrs. 
Lukens. 
Except for the fact that they were headed 
for St. Louis when they left New Orleans 
Saturday morning, there is no clue to their 
whereabouts. Re‘'g has been in New Or- 
leans for some years. He was an adver- 
tising man, and, for a time, worked in 
Ohio on different dailies. He is tall, stout 
and blend. He left a wife here. 
Mrs. Lukens ‘se comparatively young and 
quite handsome. She and her husband had 
not been on good terms for some months. 
The other young men, who completed the 
ill-fated yachting party, are prominent in 
yachting and business circles. .

PLANS COMMERCIAL MUSEUMS 


Chinese-American Company Will Es- 
tablish Them in Large Cities in 
China and United States. 


CHICAGO, Sept. 9.—China and the United 
States are to be brought into closer busi- 
ness relations by commercial museums in 
the large cities of each country. Chicago, 
New York and San Francisco are the AMer- 
ican cities in which permanent expositions 
of Chinese products will be established, and 
exhibits of American manufactories will be 
displayed in Canton, Pekin, Singapore, 
Hong Kong, Tan Kow and, perhaps, other 
large centers of population in China. How 
Yow, imperial Chinese consul--general in 
this country, has arrived here to interest 
Chicago manufacturers. 

Mr. Ho Yow is now traveling, not in his 
ofticial capacity, but as envoy of the Chin- 
ese-American Commercial Co. and a new 
System of international trade development. 

e will spend all of his six weeks’ vaca- 
tion from consular duties in visiting manu- 
facturers. He will remain a week in Chi- 
cago, visiting all kinds of manufacturng 
plants, and will then go to St. Louis, Phila- 
a <g New York and Boston. 

“The commercial museums we will estab- 
lish in Chicago, New York and San Fran- 
cisco,"’ said Mr. Ho, “will contain exhib- 
its of tea, silk, mattings, antique works 
and samples of the various handicraft of 
Chinese workmen. Our company will be 
a sort of international commission house 
on an immense scale. ur obpect is to in- 
troduce American good@# into China and 
Chinese goods into America, and we think 
that not only will trade be benefited, but 
international good will will be promoted.’’

BIG MAIL BOXES ON EACH CAR 


It Will Be on the Outside of the Car 
and Letters May Be Mailed 
Without Stopping. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 7.—The present 
system of collecting mail from the cor. er 
letter boxes by carrier, in cit es, is consid- 
ered crude, inadequate, and not at aill 
abreast of the needs of the times by Mr. 
George B. McAllister of Baltimore, a close 
student of postal transportation probl ms. 
and who is responsibie for the use of city 
postal cars. The successful operation in 
recent years of postal cars suggests h»> 
ory Caetner all the trolley cars m ght 
not used to an immense ad ant ge in 
mail collection and transportat.on. 

For many years Mr. McAli ster h:s been 
persistently seeking to promote a public 
movement in favor of this ida. s ef- 
forts have attracted the most favor ble 
public attention in Bal imore, Pittsburg 
and other cities, and during the past week 
he has Sppseres in Washington as the ad- 
vocate of it. 

A statement by Mr. McAlliis‘er of hs in- 
teresting plan of trolley mail co lections is 
here given: 

“When first sugg¢sted the idea to most 
people grantee looks visiona’y. On!v the 
practical details of it, which are not ap- 
parent at first sight, lend to it the a-p c 
of genuine common sense and plausibiiity. 


To Be on ~ 
the Outside of the Car. 

“It is proposed to provide an absolutely 
cxposed, or coveriess, opening for letters on 
that side of every street car which 1s near- 
er the sidewalk. The best mechanical con- 
struction of this drop-letter opening—for 
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horse owners and bove g«ve the'r at- 
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a kind of use on street cars, to be pres- 
ently explained—-will demand: 

“First, that if it shall be a duly elonga- 
ted mouth, topless aperture—that is, an 
entirely flush opening. 


our cities, cars are run when male pas- 
sengers are about to board them without 
stoppage. This will be better explained in 
a moment. 

“Practically, the speed of the car would 
be little moderated as the time required 
for the ‘check up,’ the ‘drop’ of the letter 
and the release of the brake, would be, 
in all, three and one-half to four seconds. 
Since the ‘drop letter’ opening, however, | 
would extend perhaps half the lergth ot| 
the car, experience has demonstrated. that 
five persons could drop five separate let- 
ters, all at different points, whiie the car 
was passing. 

“Now, very naturally, an impulse of 
prejudice leads us to believe that the act 
of posting a letter on a car in this way 
would be more difficult, more complicated 
than that of taking passage on a car. 
But how many mechanical acts in the first 
pase are more instantaneous than would 
pe that of merely ‘dropping’ a letter? 


Mailing Easier 

Than Boarding a Car. 

“In rellability, this letter posting would 
be something indefinitely simpler, more di- 
rect, less disconcerting to the average 
man, or woman elther, and accomplished 
also with possibly a hundreth part of the 
difficulty or risk new Involved in boarding 


acar. In this latter case one must remain 
in the street while the entire body of the 
car passes before one steps on the back 
platform; and, all the while one’s attention 
must be wholly fixed on this platform. On- 
ly a part of a second is consumed in drop- 
ping a letter. 

“And have you ever observed the instan- 
taneous, yet nicely graduated action of the 
perfected modern car brake? A!l in an in- 
Stant does it ‘check’ a car speeding toward 
us under seemingly an appalling headway: 
then it governs it. hodling it a moment or 
two at a snail's pace, then re eases the car 
to its former headway as quickly as it was 
halted. 

“On the steam railway system. mall is 
transferred from road to road. An ana‘a- 
gous arrangement would, in ths case, 

lace ‘transfer’ agents at such points of 
ntersection of the electric roads as wouila 
insure the nearest connection fer mall 
‘transferred’ from roads not running to 
the postoffice to those running there. Col- 
lections over an area of forty or fift/ 
square miles could thus be focused at the 
very door of the postoffice. Retaining tae 
‘corner’ boxes, the carriets wotld co itinu- 
ously shift their small contents to the car 
boxes.

Pole 96 Feet t High Broke 
With Two Men on It. 


SEXTON PICKED UP INSENSIBLE 


DUNLAP, IN A ROPE SWING AT 
THE TOP, WAS SAVED. 


When Pole Snapped Sexton Was 
Hurled to Earth—Dunlap Was 
Suspended in Rope Swing at 
Top, Which Fell Over 
Small Building. 


Clem Dunlap of 3011 Easton avenue suf- 
fered only a few slight bruises in a fall 
with the top of a pole 96 feet high Monday 
afternoon. He walked away when placed 
upon his feet. 

With John Sexton he was preparing to 
raise a smokestack at the Koken Iron 
Works on Old Manchester road and Chou- 
teau avenue. The two men were at the 
top of the pole, having been drawn up by 
rope and tackle. 

Sexton sat on top of the pole and Duniap 
in a rope sawing. They were accustomed to 
the work and felt no trepidation. On the 
ground their fellow workmen watched 
them anxiously. 

The men at the top were putting into po- 
sition some blocks to be used in erecting 
the stack 

The pole trembled and swayed, but «the 
mon did not fear. Suddenly it snapped and 
the upper section, topheavy, described a 
semi-circle toward the ground. 

Sexton fell off his perilous perch and was 
hurled to the earth, where he lay uncon- 
scious. Ile was sent to St. Mary's In- 
firmary, seriously injured. 

The rope swing saved Punlap. He could 
not have released himself from it had he 
tried. ' 

The broken section of the pole fell across 
the roof of a small building, the upper end 
with the swing protruding a few feet, so 
that Dunlap swung clear of the structure. 

There he hung, head down, until he was 
rescued.

SOLUMBIA, ,Mo., Sest. 9%—Missouri 
University was favorably opened at 9 
o’clock this_morning with the annual con- 
vocation exercises in the Auditorium. The 
anrual address of welcome by President 
Jesse is one of the important features of 
the year, and a big crowd of students, citi- 
zens and visitors were present to hear his 
remarks. The religious exercises were con- 
ducted by Dr. W. J. Lyman of the Missouri 
Bible College. 

President Jesse surprised his audience by 
departing f his usual custom of review- 
ing the work of the institution and mak- 
ing an annual statement of conditions. He 
said that he had one and only one subject 
tu discuss and that was the student vorps. 
He considers the studying and perso. al 
eenduct of the students as a wey to be 
first of all in importance. He laid aside 
all. mention of the institution, the new 
buildings, equipment and many other im- 
prevements that have been made during 
the summer and impressed the students 
with the supreme importance of Boer he- 
havior and the proper coe spirit. This 
‘atter work has been much abused, said 
the president, and it is made the excuse 
for the wildest folly and extravagance 
when the students tear up a sidewalk they 
call jt college, whet they break into bulld- 
ings and thus defy the first Lae gi of 
the law they call it college “p t, when 
they parade the streets in their night 
shirts and visit the female colleges thus 
attired they call it college spirit. 

President Jesse gave a few examples of 
what he thought was real college spirit 
‘n the right sense of the word, mentioning 
the conduct of students of Yale and Prince- 
ton, which he much indorsed, He told of 
on incident in which the students of Prince- 
ton h been given the use of a handsome 
building as a residence, on condition that 
no Hquor was to be drunk in its walls.

He 
said the sport did not want “‘plungers’’ or 
bookmakers that hand'ed immense wagers. 
Racing, he said, was a sport for the lovers 
vf the thoroughbred, and not a home for 
gamblers 

It is known that when the Ullman-Weller 
book came into existence many of the 
racing officials predicted that the notoriet 
of such a book would be baneful in its a. 
fect upon the sport. They asked to have 
it stopped or so curtailed that the betting 
fransactions would not attract attention.

LESSON NO. 3- 
HOW TO DELIVER THE BALL. 


By Edward A. Grath. 

Having decided which starting position is 
best adapted to his physical needs, it is up 
to the novice to get the ball away from 
him properly. This is very far from being 
the simple proposition it seems, and the 
neophyte is apt to discover that a three- 
foot alley is all too narrow at the start 
of his experiments. 

The principal trouble the beginner will 
experience in delivering the ball will be in 
getting it away cleanly. Even after much 


prasties the knack of avoiding ‘“‘lofting,”’ 
itting the floor of the alley a fraction of 
a second too soon, or of unintentionally 
— the ball, is acquired with diffi- 
culty 

Lofting is the most common failing of 
the beginner. 


DON’T LET GO TOO SOON. 
The novice is prone to let go of the ball 
too soon. As a+consequence, it strikes the 
alley from an elevation and goes bounciygg 


down the boards, losing direction at every 
ricochet. The chances are the original 
aim of the bowler has been utterly ruined 
by his failure to get the ball away in such 
a manner that it wil! not bounce. 

With the expert, the exact moment at 
wasen the ball leaves the hand can scarce- 
ly be told by the sound. The sphere strikes 
the surface of the alley from an elevation 
of the hand of not over an inch and glides 
away toward the cockpin with a steady, 
even roll. 

Many fair bowlers have spent months in 
acquiring the proper manner of delivery 
to secure this result. And yet it is simp’‘e. 

The secret of it rests in letting the bali 
gs after the arm is at its greatest for- 
a extent on the third step. 

£ «. u have read the preceding ant cles n 
ne ost-Dispatch, you will remember th 
axiom stated that the bowler, be ove d:- 
livering the ball. must be as near to the 
alley as circumstances perm't. 

Here is where the value of it appea”s. 
The lower your body and arm, the ie3s 
chance there is of ‘ofting the b ll.

the arm should be well down near h> 
floor of the alley and the hand a'mos 
touching. With the swirg of the arm, tae 
ball should be let go only when the hani 
can go no further forward. If yeu hae 
executed the movement properly the ba'!

Another difficulty is in p.-cserving the 
original hold on the ball so that tne pos- 
tion of the fingers does not change. in 
the endeavor to get the ba:l awav 
the novice may unintentionally d s-ose 
fingers d fferently on the ball. 
the sphere mn leave his hand perfectiy, 
but wi.l describe an arc instead of a 
straight line as it goes down the alley. 

This is merely another insgiance where 
practice will be necessary. 

If you can acqui.e the knack of s 
the ball away cleanly, the ovher difficu: ty 
can soon be mas ered. 

With the mastery of the proper method 
of delivery, upon which more time wll 
probably be spent than on all the otner 
features of the pastime, the navi-e is ready 
to take up the real science of he g m>.

WASHINGTON, Sept. .—The age of elec- 
tricity is here. A review of the develop- 
ment of the electrical industry in the form 
of a census bulletin prepared by Thomas 
Commerford Martin,-just issued, shows 4 
growth in tmvention and industry a8 ap- 
plied to transportation, ium na.ion, trans- 
mission of speech and of power that is 
less than astounding. Morevver, 
it hints of mew discovers and .m,r.ve- 
ments that promise to make a sti.! more 
In this connec.ion c n- 
sideration is had of w.reless te esiaphy, 
mutomatic telegraphy, te eautograph.c de- 
vices, wireless jiumination and, most won- 
derful of ail to the lay mind, the manu- 
facture of dlamonds. 

The bulletin tels of the universal im- 
yrovement that has taken place in every 
Seamed of electrics. Most of ths imp ove- 
ment—the pet striking features of power 
developmen automobiism, X-ray pho- 
iosraphy y, ote. —has taken place during the 
latter if of the past decade, and evin 
within the past two yea:s. So gewift is, 
the growth, so astonishing the vace y of 
new devices, that even as the historian 
writes, his story becomes antiquat.d as 
compared with the improvement that tak+s 
place while his book is in press. He notes 
the production of 200,00 tons of copper 
electrolytically during 199, @ut he c n no 
more than hibt of the disco eres whereby 
aluminum, calcium carbide, carborund.m, 
sodium, graphite and a hundred and one 
chemicals are produced. He notes that 
~»,.000 horse power of électrical, energy is ' 
now ueed at Niagara Falls in the produc- 
tion of chemita.s and reducing metals. 

The value of electrical roducts manu- 
factured in 1800 was $91,348,889. The total 
eapital invested in the manufacture of 
alectrical ayipuratus and appliances is 
85..100.03. The industry is in its mere 
infancy. In tthe seven branches of elec- 
trical railways, lighting, telegraph, tel- 
ephony, motive power, generation and 

signaling. 17,589 patents have been issued 
in the pest 25 years. During the four 
and a haif years from 1896 to June, 1900, tio 
fewer than 6796 patents were taken out. 
The most prolific inventors, according to 
the number of patents issued, were Thomas 
A. Edison, with 711 patents. and Elihu 
Thomson, with 394, up to 1895. 


It Costs 
More Than Bread. 
The average annual expenditure for 
electricity, In one form or another, is $7 
per capita. Of this amount $1.25 per head 
“presents the demand for electric ap- 


paratus and supplies: $3 per head for trac- 
tion; electric lig ting, $1.50; telephone ser- 
vice, 75 cents; telegraph, fire alarm, etc., 


7 
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These values are rapidly increas- 
ing. The people, in short, pay as much 
now for electricity as for bread. 

The turning point of electrical develop- 
ment was, of course, the substitution of 
the dynamo for primary batteries. The 
relative cost of electric power from the dy- 
namo, as compared with the battery, ts as 
% cent to $1. The possibility of electric en- 
ergy through the dynamo are in still great- 
er proportion over the restricted scope of 
the battery. The average power of dynamos 
has risen to 75 horse power. The largest 
‘dynamos are at Niagara Falls, where 10.000 
npree power is developed in a single ma- 
chine 

Electric power transmission {ts another 
development of the past five or six years, 
generally speaking. Apparently water 
power has decreased from one-half to one- 
sixth of the total power used in manufac- 
turing, but In fact this water power has 
been turned into electrical nower and trans- 
mitted long distances. A small proportion of 
the energy of Niagara is used in factories: 
much of it is used to propel street cars 
at Niagara Falls, Tonawanda and Buffalo, 
as well as for lighting. etc. The longest 
power trarsmission in the world is tn Cal- 
forn'a. from the Sterras to San Francis- 
co, a distance of 220 miles. The power is 
used along the route for mines, lights. 
street cars, motors, sewing machines, hoists 
and dozens of: other uses.
